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rCBEWORD 


The  lovYa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  Unit  of  a  na- 
tion-wide organization  wnich  is  entrusted  with  tne  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  4gricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  low^.  Stf.te  Department  of  4griculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  cf  Agriculture.     The  year  1'33S  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  tile  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Ir^^a.  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  informa:ion  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States . 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations  5  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  coimty,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  availa.hle  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tim.e.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assemhled  such  information  at  considera.hle  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  heing  issued. 

The  count)'  data  herein  offered  have  "been  assem"bled  from  existing  State 
and  lederal  documents  and  reports,  i:xider  the  supervision  of  ITorman  Y.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  ^administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  iDro.jects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  i^fficial 
Project  '^'5-1-72-155        tne  Work  Projects  idministraticn.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furni  shed  the  material  for  Tahles  25  and  Z] . 

The  Icv73  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  reports     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Icwa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  fiiis  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  Tax  officials  w'lio  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.     Without  these 
data  "by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultui'al  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  and  less  complete.

VJlien  this  county  was  first  established,  in  1C51,  it  v/as  naned  Risley,  hut 
the  Fourth  General  Asserably  chanf-ed  the  nar.ie  to  IiJehster.    At  the  seme  session, 
Vfebster  County  vjas  enlarged  by  consolidating  it  v;ith  Yell  County,  vjhich  joined 
it  on  the  viest.     In  1C57,  it  v/as  definitely  established  under  its  o\m  naiie  by 
tailing  from  Vfebster  County  the  territory  on  the  oast  v/hich  vjas  formerly  em- 
braced in  nisley  County.     It  v;as  named  for  W.  '^J,  Hamilton,  the  president  of 
the  State  Senate  at  that  tim.G. 

Wilson  Brexver  and  iTathan  and  VJilliam  Stanley  were  the  first  settlers  x^ith- 
in  the  limits  of  the  county.     They  made  claims  on  the  Soone  River  in  November, 
1350,  where  Brewer  and  a  VJilliam  Frake  laid  out  a  town  which  they  naned  Ncxv"- 
castlc.     In  1855,  Brexver  and  Frake  sold  their  ir^terest  in  Ilex'jcastle  to  Walter 
C.  and  Suraler  Wilson  x7ho  changed  the  nane  to  Webster  City.     This  place  became 
the  county-seat  xvhen  the  county  vjas  formally  org...nizcd  in  1857.  l/ 

/another  account  of  the  first  settler  in  the  county  gives  the  honor  to 
Preston  Boll,  xvho ,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  took  a  claim  xathin  the 
northeast  quarter  of  Section  30,  Tovmship  C7  Uorth  and  Range  26  West.  The 
Bells  lived  on  the  old  horacstead  for  rxan^y  yc^rs.     The  i.idians  wore  a  constant 
menace  to  the  settlors,  v/hich  very  likely  accounts  for  its  sparse  settlement 
for  a  long  time. 

The  Dubuque  and  Sioux  City  Railroo.d  xj^s  built  through  the  count;^  to  Web- 
ster City  and  the  first  train  entered  that  city  on  April  6,  1069.  2/ 

Area 

Hamilton  Countj^  is  approxiraately  24  miles  each  v/ay,  but  the  northern  tier 
of  toxmships  is  sot  over  to  the  vrcst  about  tv/o  miles  because  of  the  correction 
lino  along  the  north  boundary  of  toxmship  83.     The  area  of  the  county  is  570 
square  miles  3/,  or  364,300  acr^.s.     Of  this  number,  353,229  acres  are  listed 
c\s  f-rm  land.  4/    There  arc  17  toxvnships  in  the  county  and  it  r::.nks  thirty- 
third  in  point  of  size  in  the  St,. to,  Gh._.ring  this  place  xvith  Ccd:.r,  Hancock 
and  W..rren  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Hcmilton  County  are  grouped  into  3  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namel^'-,  drift,  terrace,  and  Gx;arap  and  bottom-land 
soils.     The  drift  soils  cover  96.1  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into

Topography 


The  surface  of  this  county  is  level  to  'gently  undulating,  but  in  many  lo- 
calities there  are  variations  from  this  condition.     The  level  prairies  are 
broken  by  steep  slopes,  especially  alon;;  the  Boone  River,  where  there  are  ex- 
tensive valleys,  prominent  hills  and  nuiierous  Ioit  swells,     Kany  so-called 
"morainic  hills"'  occur,  ranging  fror.  50  to  75  feet  in  height.     These  are  regu- 
lax  in  shape  cxid  resemble  mounds.     The  j;.oGt  striking  occurrence  of  this  is 
foimd  south  end  east  of  Stratford  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  county.  There 
is  also  a  series  of  Icnobby  mounds  eiitending  north  from  Randall  and  "..'all  Lake, 
east  end  north  from  Jewell,  through  s-.'ells  and  scattered  hills  to  higher  hills 
east  of  ',;hat  -.."as  formerly  Iowa  Lake^     A  siy.iilar  chain  of  hills  begins  at  the 
southi.^est  corner  of  the  county  and  e::tends  across  it  in  the  vicinity  of  Stan- 
hope, Ilwvu-ar  and  Slairsburg,     There  are  sliallovif,  marshy  lakes  on  the  uplands, 
the  largest  being  lud  Lake  north  of  JoaTelZ,  ..'hich  is  partially  drained,  h'all 
Lake  is  a  shallow  body  of  water  just  south  of  Jewell  sjid  is  about  half  a  square 
mile  in  area.     The  county  slopes  to  the  south  and  the  drainage  is  accomplished 
by  the  f.oone  River,  the  Slcunk  River,  and  a  few  tributaries  of  the  loi.ra  .:iiver 
in  the  east.  6/ 


Clii-.iate 


The  temperature  in  Hamilton  County  has  averaged  47.3  degrees  for  25  years 
(1905-1950),     The  average  rainfall  has  been  30,15  inches  for  60  years  (1870- 
1930),   and  the  grov/ing  season  was  142  days  betiireen  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
hay  15  and  October  12  for  30  years  (1900-1930).  7/ 

Population 

The  State  census  of  1852  recorded  122  inhabitants.     Since  then  it  has 
show,  a  steady  growth,  not  being  affected  by  the  lag  coinmon  to  m_ost  coimties 
of  the  Otate  after  1900,     It  has  a  density  of  37  persons  per  squaxe  mile,  as 
compared  rdth  the  State  density  of  44,

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  content  of  this  county  -./as  6,950,  or  35.1  percent  of  the  total 
population.     Of  this  nuiaber,  those  of  ^  oruegian  desceiri;  "predominated  with  2,593, 
the  G-erraans  caiiie  next  with  1,584,  the  Swedes  had  941,  and  the  Danes  had  551, 
Other  nj^tionalities  had  very  snail  representations.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  v^ere  13  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
— 10  elevators,  1  creaiaery,  1  livestock:  enterprise  mid  1.  petroleuri  plant. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,692  nembers  of  which  1,245  were  active,  and  2,955 
persons  did  business  with  the  13  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  voluine  of  f 1,633, 567  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
|404,342  vjorth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  laay  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  na],?"  perform,  one  or  the  other 
function  exc],usively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-fann  corni'iodities  for 
distribution  to  thejr  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  corimodities  for  their  mem^bers  and  patrons,  14-/ 

Fruit 

The  year  1909  was  the  best  for  apples— 25, 334  trees  and  19,563  bushels 
being  reported.  Cherries  had  10,360  trees  listed  in  1909  but  the  peak  pro- 
duction,  255  bushels,  occurred  in  1934.     Peaches  have  been  of  no  importance.

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breahdovm  for  corn  acreare  is  as  follovjs: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husJ'ed  for  (^rcAn,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  ho{;^:,ed  off,     A  total  production  is  riven  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  hushed.     In  {^  ettint  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  hushed  is  iiultiplicd  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  hushed  b'^  total  acres  hushed)  and  added  to 
surnraations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  hu sh ed .     This  assuraes  that 
acreage  not  hushed  vrould  have  produced  the  same  yield  eis  that  actually  hushed. 

In  1934  and  1935,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estiraations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  hushed  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  bhoir  best  acreages  for 
hushing  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  v/ould  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield,     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
hushed  and  the  total  added  to  t]\at  reported  as  husked. 

This  \.as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  ti^ra  years,  then,  are  somevihat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  {irain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorm  by 
to^ymship  i-'xith  this  yield,  and  any  att..jmpt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acroa-gc  shoim 
to  get  total  production  v;ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure,     Tlic  count;^  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  j^iold  in  1934  and  1935  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husl>:cd  and  these  j^ields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  sha^.m  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toi-mship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  bo  equal  in  all  ut iliz^.tions .     The  county  3^icld  and  tovmship  yields  arc, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  ryears  e::cept  1934  and  1935.
